1 . Claims 51 and 52 were pending. The Examiner was affirmed on Claim 51 in a 

Board Decision rendered on 8/02/1 1 entered as Affirmed-in-Part. 

Claim 52 is being allowed and claims 1 , 2, 1 1 -27, and 36-51 are cancelled. 

The reasons for allowance are as follows: 

On page 6 of the Board of Appeals Decision the Board of Appeals Decision states that 
neither Richards nor Do disclose ascertaining from a transaction card a status of a user 
as a vision impaired or vision unimpaired user; associating a session request with pre- 
stored parameters consisting at least in part of a set of parameters fro determining 
financial application functions based on a status of the user as a vision impaired or 
vision unimpaired user; and displaying a standardized customer-specific interactive 
interface to provide said user with the offering of a financial application function 
depending on the status of the user as a vision impaired or vision unimpaired user in 
claim 52 and the Board reviewed the evidence and agrees with the Appellants' that the 
Do and Richards prior art does not show or lead one to ascertain such a status from a 
transaction card in the claim limitations of claim 52. 
Claim 52 now renumbered claim 1 is allowed for the above given reasons.
